With the time rapidly approach- 
ing in which legislation will be 
introduced in various parts of the 
Empire to implement the Ottawa 
Conference decisions, the question 
as to whut the various Crown 
Colonies will do in the matter 
must soon be decided. It is not 
to be expected that there will be 
uniform ‘decisions, since the cir- 
cumstances of the ‘several Colonics 
are by no means identical. Some 
of them are prodiicers, and others, 
such as Hongkong and the Straits 
Settlements, little other than dis- 
tributors. Tarfffs-in the one-case 
may be justified, whereas, broadly 
speaking,- they would be very 
largely valueless, if not, indeed, 
injurious, in the other. - Ports 
which have been built up on a 
basis of the free exchange of 
goods would ‘naturally fear the 
effects of un change of policy which 
tnterfered with traditional 
tom. 

The situation as it affects the 
Straits Settlements is now the’ 
subject of considtrable contro- 
versy, following a speech In the 
Legislative Council by Sir Cecil 
Clementi, in which he hinted at 
the possibility that the freedom 
of the ports‘of Singapore, Penang 
and Malacea may have to be gaeri- 
ficed. It must be remembered that 
the position is rendered somewhat 
complicated from the fact that 
whilat.tho Straits Settlements still 
ndheres to its free port status, the 
Federated Malay States have al- 
ready adopted tariffs. Tho fear 
has therefore been expressed that: 
British goods imported under pre- 
ferential. agreements into the 
Malay States may in future avold 
the ports of, the Straits Séttle- 
ments, because if bulk is broken 
in tho latter, preference would’ be 
lost. Sir Cecil Clomenti has, in- 
; deed, raised the quory whether the 
_ freedom of the ports of Singhpore, 
,Penang and Malacca, curtailed 
‘and hamporcd aos {t is bound to bo 
! by the Protectionist policy of the 
British Empire, would really in 
the tong run bo more profitable to 
the Colony than solidarity of com- 
morclal. policy with the British 
Empire and froo trade within tho 
Malay Peninsula: ‘Slr Cecil ovi- 
dently: thinks that uniformity of 
polipy is desirable,. and ho points

merco has pointed out that if the, 
F.M.S. wish to give a preference 
to certain Empire goods, that pre;

The recent’ farmers’ strike in 
Jowa was ,a) challenge ta the 
leadership of the United States, a 
demand for adequate considera- 
tion of their problems.

They 
will not submit to wholesale dis- 
possession either by tax-sales or 
foreclosures. They believe that 
their unhappy situation is the re- 
sult of human bklundering rather 
than of economic necessity. They 
have violently reacted against the 
present administration and are 
swinging towards the Democrats, 
on the principle that any group 
must be better than the existing 
lot. And President Hoover, quick 
to observe the danger, pays a visit 
to Des M6ines, promises the farm- 
ers everything, tells ‘them of 
worse perils that-he has saved 
them from, and then, firially, out- 
lines n‘policy on war debts which 
would inflict a serious pain in the 
neck upon anyone with an elemen- 
tary knowledge of economic laws.

We do not know how far 
these proposals will impress the 
farmers as a reason for changing 
their mind about voting Demo- 
erat, but we trust that the spoken 
word sounded more convincing a5 
a solution of the farmers’ trouble 
than the.cabled version. | Many | 
thousands have alrendy lost.their.

‘NO HOUSE OF PRAYER 
- BY 1937'° 


“NEW SOVIET DECREE 


There are strong ‘indications 
that a new, systematic attack on 
religion is being launched by tha 
Soviet. Government. This . new 


attack takes the form of a “five- 


year plan of atheism," and has for 
its object the complete ‘suppres- 
sion of all religious teachings and 
cults, regardless of their attitude 


to the Government,. 
ae ent, by May 1. 


This plan has been discussed at 
great length by the “anti-God” 
Preas, and there are good reasons 
to belleve that it has actually been, 
embodied in a decree on Mny* 16 
by the Sovnarkom (Council of 
People’s Commiasars). This de- 
eree, however, has not been 
publiahed, though {t has been sept 
to all the regional party com- 
mittecs, 


» The decree, which is signed b 
Stalin, Bekhterof, Varoclevaly, 
Kogan, Lobatchevsky, and Petru- 
shillf; contains 118 articles which 
are ‘grouped under five headings 
(corresponding to the five succes- 
sive years of the plan), The 
final aim of the decree’ fs ox- 
pressed in the following, terms: 


"On May 1, 193% there must 
Not remain on the territory of ‘the 
USS.R, a single house of prayer 
to God, and the very conception 
‘God’ will be banished from the 
boundaries of the Soviet Union, 
as a survival of the Middle Ages 
which. has served as an instru- 
ment for the oppression of the 
workings masses.” 


First Year's Work. 


In the first yeur it is proposed 
to suppress all religious, sehools 
and ta deprive all the “servitors 
of religious cults’? of their al- 
lowances of food and the neves: 
sities of life.~ Such-“servitors of 
culta” as will not abandon their 
functions by May 1, 1935, will be 
compulsorily expelled from the 
USSR. = 


It ix not intended to close all 
the churches and suppress al} the 
religious communitics in the: first 
year, but in the capitals of the 
Soviet Union all the churches and 
prayer-houses of all religous 
communities are to be. closed by 
May 1, 1934. ,

‘from a.gunshot wound in the head. 
, Witness immediately sont for an 
‘ambulance and had the deceased re- 
moved to. the Kowloon Hospital, 
whero despite everything that 
could be done for him, he’ died 
about 3 p.m, 

+ On examination, witness found 
, that a bullet had-entered tho head 
.of the deceased nat a spot a quarter 
of an Inch in front of the upper 
lobe of the right ear. Death was 


Deceased, witness stated, had 
been under observation in Kowloon 
Hospital in July. It had been re- 
ported that deccased was behaving 
in a pecullar manner in tho mesa- 
room, and he was sent to the Kow- 
loon Hospital theoretically for 
observation of his tecth but in 
reality observation of his — mental 
coridition. : 

Mr. Jack .Johnston, Principal 
Warder of ‘Laichikok Prison, was 
the next witness called. He depos- 
ed that the deceased joined tho ser- 
vice in 1926, and had beon attach- 
ed to Laichikok for about nino 
months. A 1.16 p.m. on .Septem- 
ber 7, he saw Rooney at’parade and 
found him to be apparently 
normal. Deceased was asked to 
relleve Warder Friend and witness 
saw him taking over duty. 

A few minutes later, when wit- 
ness was sitting down for his tiffin, 
ho heard a shot outside his 
quarters, and rushing out to the 
verandah he could sec the deceased 
lying on the roadway, Immedinte- 
ly after ascertaining. the cause, 
witness had Dr. Mackie sent for. 

Asked about the behaviour of 
the deceased in July, witness sald 
it had been reported to him that. 
the decensed was behaving queerly. i 
He scemed to be always talking to 
himself and was’ constantly mut- 
tering. He was, however, quite 
normal while on duty. He wns not 
marricd and Ied a quiet Nfe, but 
brooded a lot. He was'a southern 
Irishman, : 

In answer to the Coroner, wit- 
ness anid he found the revolver o 
few feet away from the body of the 
deceased. On examining the cham- 
aye he found 4 spent cartridge in- 
s1d¢, 

Deceased was o moderate drinker 
and witness had never seen him 
drunk. re : 

After hearing further evidence, 
the Coroner said it was unnecessa 
to hehr any more, os It was fairly 
obvious that deceased had come 
mitted suicide. The jury had 
heard of the peculiar behaviour of 
the deceased, and no doubt’ had.

Rome, Aug. 30. 


Pirandello {a at present’ putting 
the finishing touches to a new play 
for presentation this autumn. It 
Ys called “When Ono ia Somebody” 
and ja alrendy spoken of as a mna- 
terpiece. 

While cutnantly another varla- 
tion on the’ old Pirandcllian themo 
of ‘man’s altcr ego it Ia really the 
playwright’s own heartery of de- 
spair—because Pirandello reveals 
in his plot, with grim irony, the 
impossibility of escaping from what 
the public expects. ’ 


He traces fis with autoblogra- 
phical faithfulness the struggle of 
n seul to realise its own’ identity, 
und he shows the tragic result of 
the judgment of an outside world 
which overrides the real cgu of the 
author who dares to step out of tha 
mould into which success has cast 
him. 

The first act shows an author at 
the full maturity of his powers, 
honoured, and already placed by 
public opinion in a litérary niche 
despite tho author's own silent con- 
vietion that the evolution of his 
aspirations has not yet been com- 
pleted. 

Just as a Joke 


In the second act the love of a 
young woman by renewing in him 
uw sense of youth inspires his re- 
bellion against his accepted Hterary 
reputation, and he writes an anony- 
mous work that causes him to be 
hailed a8. long-sought leader of the 
new youthful school of thought and 
technique. 

So loud is the denunciation of 


: youth and the public against him 


when it Is discovered that he is 


‘Preally the oldAcader of the old 


school thnt he takes | refuge 
in saying that his new . work 
was written just as u joke, an 
attitude which loses him the love 
of the young woman, who consi- 
ders herself slighted and betrayed.

SEVEN YEARS’ WORK 
-AT BARTS 


A woman's seven years’ work 
on the investigation of deadly 
bacteria is acknowledged In a re- 
Port issued by the Medical Re- 
search Council. 

This work was.carricd out in a 
small Jaboratory at St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Hospital by the late Sir 
Prederick Andrewea and Mrs. 
Sthel M. Christic, ' 

The report, ‘prepared by them, 
deals with their Investigations 
nto the asture of a large group of 
nicrobes known as haemalytic 
streptococci, which are among the 
lendliest enemies of humanity. 

Seven years’ unceasing toil by 
Sir Frederick and Mrs. Christic 
‘on the clusive qualities of these 
blood-destroying bacteria are 
Yescribed in the report, A pre- 
fuce states that these microbes 
cause diseases as various as 
scarlet fever, erysipelas, pneu- 
monia, heart: disease‘ and sepsis, 
und kill multitudes of people “by 
riving a fatal end to temporary 
weakness.” 


Completing the Work. 


For 30 years Sir Frederick was 
in charge of the post-mortem 
exdminations at St. Barthelo- 
mew's, and Mrs. Christie was 
associnted with him in his special 
studies of these microbes during 
the last years of. hia life. 

When he died-last February she 
carried to completion his: life’s 
work, finishing his papers and re- 
search Work. She still works in 
the pathologicnt department at the 
aospital, 


Important Results. | 


“Although she does not. hold a 
medical qualification.” seid oc 
friend to the News-Chronicle “she 
sarricd out all his experiippnty for 
him. 

“She hus spent eeven years en- 
deavouring 1o. find out, under Sir 
Frederick's direction, whether by 
Jaboratory tests it is possible to 
‘distriminate between the different 
forms of these bacteria, 

’The~ report mentions the re- 

markable fact that “bacteria have 
such inherent powers of nadapta- 
tion to their chemical environ- 
ment as to make it impossible, for 
the present at least, to find any 
firm foundation for a permanent 
systematic elavsification.”

‘ MORE CRUELTY IN. 
ENGLAND?. 
LEADING SOCIETIES’ 
STATISTICS. : 

Figures which hava beon col- 
lected by the Royal Socicty for the 
Prevention of Cruclty to Animals 
during the past’ seven months 
seem to’ show that cruolty to 
animals has increased, and make 
serturbing reading alongaida - the 
recent Report of the National 
Jocicty for the Pravention of 
Cruelty to Children, in which last 
year was shown to be the worst 
‘or recorded cases since 1913, 

The total number of prosecu- 
‘ions for-cruelty to animals’ made 
by the R.S.P.C, from the beginning 
af this year till the end of July 
+s 1,368, an increase of 16 per cent. 
on the number for the same period 
‘ast year. 

Among the chicf items cruelty 
to HOrses predominate,. and 528 
prosecutions were made. Cruelty 
to cattle numbered 40, to sheep 
34, pigs 35, fowls 66, cats 42, dogs 
20, and other animals 19. 

There were 174 cases concerning 
yirds other. than fowls, and 306 
cuses come under the description 


fof “various,” 


The 16 per cent. increase, which 
‘ollows on ‘many years of steady 
annual decline, is evenly distribut- 
ed among all classes of animals. 


Grave Concern. 


In the annual report of the 
N.S.P.C.A., a summary of which 
was published a fortnight ugo fn 
in the Aforning Post, the number 
of recorded tases was 3,645, the 
iighest since 1915, and compared 
with the already swollen figure 
“or 1930-31 of 3,618.

OUTSTANDING ACCOUNT ON 
CHINESE LOCOMOTIVES ' 


- Tho report for 1931 by Mr. P. 
L. Collisson, the Auditor, ‘deals com- 
prehensively with tho audit of the 
accounts of Hongkong. Somo of 
the items are of special intoreat: 

Included in tho mnin total under 
Miscellaneous Deposits is o bulance 
of $1,706 on account of deponits 
made by Post Office box-holdera. 
Of this amount $900 reprenents de- 
posits the return of which were not 
claimed by box-holdors when ccas- 
ing-to’rent a box and 1s an ac- 
cumulation extending over 15 years 
and ‘under Colonfal Regulation 340 
should have been written off to 
rovenuc. The question was taken 
up with the Postmaster Gencral 
and, ag a result, the $906 has since 
beenitransferred to Revenue, 

Other balances ‘remaining ‘un- 
claimed for’ 5 years or over were 
reported tothe Treasurer and 
$3,406 has, as a result, reverted to 
Revenue. 

Chinese Locomotives, : 

No repayment was made during 
the year towards tho cost of the 
three locmotives purchased for the 
Chinese Section of the Kowloon- 
Canton Railway, nor was any in- 
terest thereon received. Interest 
outstanding on 81st. December, 
1931 amounted to $41,084.33, 

The remaining advances aro of 
a routine nature and call for no 
comment. . 

Personal Emoluments. 

Tho audit .of Personal Emolu- 
ments has again needed special at- 
tention, on this occasion due to the 
ruling of the Sccretary of State 
that the gravity of the local finan- 
cinl situntion demanded spectal 
conversion rates for the payment 
of sterling salaries, It was decided 
that from Ist. January all sterling 
salaries should be converted as to 
half nt the rate of 1/6 to the dollar 
and half at the Treasury rate for

No material departure has been 
made frém the approved: pro- 
gramme of work, but I must again 
record that the audit is being con- 
ducted with the barest minimum of 
clerical staff and that in no in- 
stance can the percentage of test 
examination be made with reason- 
tble safety lower than it already 
is. ‘The reduction of staff, mado 
during a period of emergency, is 
still in effect: andthe present posi- 
tion is that in spite of the recognis- 
ed volume of accounts to be examin- 
ed the junior clerical staff allotted 
to this department is numerically 
the same as it was ten years ago.

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OTTAWA AND THE 
CROWN COLONIES 


With the time rapidly approach- 
ing in which legislation will be 
introduced in various parts of the 
Empire to implement the Ottawa 
Conference decisions, the question 
as,to what the various Crown 
Colonies will do In the matter 
must soon be decided. It is not 
to be expected that there will be 
uniform decisions, since the cir- 
cumstances of the. several Colonies 
‘ure by no means identical, Some 
of them are producers, and others, 
such as Hongkong and the Straits 
Settlements, little other than dis- 
tributors. 
may be justified, whereas, broadly 
speaking, they would be very 
largely valueless, if. not,. indeed, 
injurious, in the other. . Ports 
which have been built up on a 
basis of the free exchange of 
goods would naturally fear the 
effects of a change of policy which 
interfered with traditional cus- 
tom. 

The situation as it affects the 
Straits Settlements is now the 
subject of considerable contro- 
versy, following a spcech in the 
Legislative Council by Sir Cecil 
Clementi, in which he hinted at 
the possibility that the freedom 
of-the ports of Singapore, Penang 
and Malacca may have to be sacri- 
ficed.

Farmers and Hoover 


The recent farmers’ strike in 
Towa was a challenge to the 
leadership of the United States, a 
demnnd for adequate considera- 
tion of their problems. They are 
a sturdy, independent lot, ready to 
fight for what their own, They 
will not submit to wholesale dis- 
possession either by tax sales or 
foreclosures. They believe that 
thefr unhappy situation is the re- 
sult of human blundering rather 
than of economic necessity, They 
have violently reacted against the 
present administration and -aré 
swinging towards the Democrats, 
on the principfé that any group 
must be, better than the existing 
lot. And President Hoover, quick 
to observe the danger, pays a visit 
to Des Moines, promises the farm~ 
ers everything, tells them of 
worse perils that he has saved 
them from, and then, finally, out- 
lines a policy on war debts which 
would inflict a serlous pain In the 
neck upon anyone with an elemen- 
tary knowledge of economic Iaws.. 
The features of President 
Hoover's plan are the exnetion of 
the war debts and the use of the 
money In expanding -America’s 
markets among hor impoverished 
debtors. We do not know how far 
these proposals will impress the 
farmers as a reason for changing 
their mind about voting Demo- 
erat, but we trust that the spoken 
word sounded more convincing a8 
a solution of the farmers’ trouble 
than the cabled version. Many: 
thousands have already lost their 
farms through foreclosure. Other 
thousands cannot mect their taxes 
and their : interest payments. 
Tenant farmers cannot pay thelr 
rent, and in many cases hard- 
pressed landlords’ cannot give 
them any relfof.” The present 
level of farm prices cannot carry 
the load of farm taxes and dobt 
with any conafdorable purchasing 
powor loft over. Agriculture, 
having curtailed its purchasing 
power to. the serlous detriment of 
industry, is now nearing the end 
of {ts capltal resources; Tho 
farmers’ strike’ was not important 
in itself. But there will bo others 
and atill othors, with accompany- 
ing political. unrest, until the 
causo {8 removed, and it will- not.

“WHEN. ONE IS 
SOMEBODY”

PIRANDELLO MOCKS: 
HIMSELF 


Rome, Aug. 30. .} 


Pirandello is at present putting 
the finighing. touches to a new play 
for precentation this autumn. It 
4a called “When One is Somebody” 
and js already. spoken of as a maa- 
terpid¢ce. 


While outwardly another varin- 
tion on the old Pirandellian theme 
of man’s alter cpo it is really the 
playwright’s own heartery of de- 
apair—heeause Pirandello reveals’ 
in his plot, with grim irony, tho 
impossibility of escaping from what 
the public expects. 


He traces as ‘with autoblegra- 
phical faithfulness the struggle ot 
a seul to realise its own . identity, 
and he shows the tragic result of 
the judgment of. an outside world 
which overrides the real ego of the 
author who dures to step out of the 
mould into which success has cast 
him. : 

The first act shows an author at 
the full maturity of his powera, 
honoured, and alrendy placed - by 
public opinion In a literary niche 
despite the author's ‘own silent con- 
vietion that the evolution of his 
aspirations has not yet been com- 
pleted. 

- Just a» a Joke 


In the second act the love of a 
young woman by renewing in him 
a aense of youth inspires his re- 
bellion agaist his accepted literary 
reputation, and he writes an dnony- 
mous work that causes him to be 
hniled as Jong-sought leader of the 
new youthful schoot of thought and 
technique: 

So loud is the denunciation of 
youth and the public against him 
when {t $s discovered that ho Is 
really the old leader of the old 
school that’ he takes refuge 
in saying.- that his new work 
was written just as un joke, an 
attitnde which loses him the love 
of the young woman, who consi- 
ders herself slighted and betrayed. 

The third act shows the tragedy 
of the “pacification” of an author 
who is not allowed to be himself. 
In u symbolic scene in his atudy he 
is shown to become nothing but a 
memoria! of his own former literary 
self. He hardens in hia intellec- 
tual mould, and, dying, he is trans- 
formed in his chair into a stone 
statue of himself, 

Ini a grotesquely humoroud 
epilogue, Pirandello then shows 
the mayor of a. small town, thirty 
years afterwards, raking about 
among the monuments of an anti- 
quariun shop looking for a statue 
to grace the town square. He finds 
that of the petrified author with 
name inseribed, although no one 
knows. anything about him or his 
works as an author. 3

“ave gtate?: that these microbes 
cuuse disenses ag various as 
senrlet fever, erysipelas, pi 2u- 
monia, heart disease and sepsis, 
and kill multitudes of people “by 
giving a fatal end to temporary 
weakness.” : ae 


Completing the Work. 


For 30 years Sir Frederick waa 
in charge of the post-mortem 
examinations at St. Bartholo- 
mew's, and Mra, Christie 
associnted with him jn his special 
studies of these microbes during 
the Inst years of his life. * 

When he dicd last February she 
curried to completion: his life's 
work, finishing his papers and re- 
search work. She sti works in 
the pathologic’ department at the 
wspital, , :

“Although she does not hold a. 
medical qualification,” said & 
friend to the News-Chronicle “she 
“ieriod out all his experiments for 
him. 7 

"She has spent seven years en- 
deavouring to find out, under Sir 
Prederigk’s direction, whether by. 
laboratory tests it is possible to 
digeriminate between the different 
forms of these bacteria. 

The report mentions the re- 
markable fact that “bacteria have 
auch inherent. powers of adapta- 
tion to their chemical, environ- 
ment as to make it impBssible, for 
the present at Teast, to find any 
firm foundation for .a permanent 
aystemntic clavsification.”

MORE CRUELTY IN 
ENGLAND? 


LEADING SOCIETIES’ . 
“" SEATISTICS. 


Figures which have beon col- 
tected by the Royal Society for the 
?revention of Cruelty to Animals 
luring the past seven months 
seem to show. that cruelty to 
animals has increased, and make 
serturbing reading alongside the 
recent Report of the National 
3ociety for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, in which last 
7ear was shown to be the, worst 
‘or recorded enses since 1913. 

The total number of prosecu- 
‘ions for cruelty to animals made 
dy the R.S.P.C, from the beginning 
vf this year till the end of July 
'g 1,368, an incrense of 16 per cent. 
on the number for the same period 
‘ast year. ; . 

Among the chief items cruelty 
to horses predominate, and 628 
prosecutions were made. Cruelty. 
to enttle numbered 40, to sheep’ 
34, pis 35, fowls 66, ents 42, dogs 
20, and other animals 19. 

There were 174 cuses concerning 
Yirdsy other than fowls, and 306 
viges come under the description 
of “various.” . 

The 16 per cent. increase, which 
“ollows on many years of steady 
annual decline, is evenly distribut- 
od among oll classes of animals. 


Grave Concern. 


In the annual report of the 
NS.P.C.A., a summary of which 
was published a fortnight ago In 
in the Morning Post, tha number 
of recorded cases was 3,645, the 
Yighest since 1915, and compared 
with the already awollen figure 
“or 1930-31 of 3,618. 

When the fact that the Increase 
was probably due te Incrensing 
officiency In the socicty’s work of 
Tetcelion is remembered, the 
figures, in the words of the report, 
‘Ontinue to give grave cause for 
concern. 

“We ate not in a position to aay, 
‘vhether a connexioh exists be- 
‘ween the increase we record and 
the increase in cruelty to animals,” 
an official of the N.SVP.C.C. ‘told 
a Morning Post representative.

OUTSTANDING ACCOUNT ON]. - 


CHINESE LOCOMOTIVES . . 


Tho report for 1931 by Mr. P.|- 


L. Collisson, the Auditor, deals com. 
prehensively with the audit of tha 
accounts of Hongkong. Some of 
the items are of special intoreat:

Of this amount $906 represents do- 
posits the return of which wero not 
clatmed by’ box-holders when cons- 
ing to rent a box and fs an ac- 
cumulation extending over 16 ycars 
and under Colonial Regulation 840 
should have - been written off to 
reyenue, 
up with the Postmaster General 
and, as a result, the $906 has since 
been transferred to Revenue. 

Othor balances remaining un- 
claimed for 6 years or over were 
reported to tho Treasurer and 
$8,406 has, as A result, reverted to 
Rovenue. . ees 
Chinese, Locomotives. 

No- repayment was made during 
the year towards the cost of the 


‘three Iocmotives purchased for the 


Chinese Section of the Kowloon- 
Canton Railway, nor was any In- 
terest thereon. received. Intoreat 
outstanding on 81st. December, 
1951 amounted to $41,084.33, 

The remaining advances are of 
a routine nature and call for no 
comment. 

Personal Emoluments. 

Tho audit of Personal Emolu- 
ments has again needed apccial at- 
tention, on this occasion due to the 
ruling of the Secretary of State
